THE CONFERENCE AT COLUMBUS 


Columbus, May 25.— (Special.)—At 
the conference 
of representatives of 
the lodges 
of Elks In the state at 
the rooms of the Columbus lodge 
at 
the Stag hotel It was decided that lf 
the railroads do not grant better rates 
to the grand lodge meeting and re­ 
union at Atlantic City, July 9-12, that 
none of the members of the order 
In the

representatives will attend. 
If better 
rates can be procured then the Ohio 
lodges will attend as a state delega­ 
tion and a very large number of the 
members will go. 
A committee was appointed to con­

The rate authorized by

Central Passenger association is one 
and a third fares for the round trip, 
which

The conference was attended by 168

tion of four which were represented 
by proxy. 
There was some talk of appealing 
to the grand lodge to call a special 
session and change the place of hold­ 
ing the grand lodge meeting. The sen­

assurance that the order will
